As soon ak the Grebe home was finished the family moved from
its temporary abode at the Willett house to the little shack. The
elder Grebe opencd s wagon shop sud from this source he had a
good Ilneome. For those weare the days of the Mormon migration
and there were thoussnds of the faithful in Florence every day dur-
ing the season.

In 1860 the Mormon migration was over. There were no more
wagons and pushearts to be repaired. Omaha was forging rapldly
ahead of her porthern rival. Then the wagon bullder decided to
mova, He did so in February, 1860, renting a bullding which stood
on the site of what is now 1414 Douglas street. He conducted hls
wagon shop In the front of the bullding., while the family occupled
the rear as A home. He remained In the same husinese all hig life,
though he was honored with many high offices. He was a member of
the territorial legislature four terms, city tremsurer of Florence,
member of the Omahs council, sheriff of Douglas county from 1869
to 1873. He was also a deputy sheri{f for more than fifteen years.
His death occurred in 1894. Louie grew up in Omaha, helping his
father in the shop, going to school and laying the foundation of his
broad and cosmopolitan acquaintance with citizens, As i boy he was
one of the town's enthusiatelc base ball players. He was pltcher lor
the "Resolutes” in 1873 and 1874, This team was the third in the
gtate to boast uniforms, the "Clippers” and the “Elkhorns' having
preceded them in this distinction. Young Grebe was one of the wit-
nesses of that awful basa ball slaughter when the Red Btrockings of
Cineinnatl erossed bats with the Omahas at the old state fair grounds
in 1869. The result was a score of 60 to 1 in favor of the visitors.

Some Boyhood Memories

Mr. Grebe says that with all his hustling he never moved so fast
a8 he 4id on one occasion in 1808, He was one of the spectators at
@ fight between a bear and a bull which was arranged In the fall of
that year to take place at the pressnt Intarsection of Twenty-third
streat and Oapitol avenue, But instead of atiacking the bull, “Griz-
2ly Joe," the bear, ran for the spectators, who melted away befora
him. He was capturad at Florence lake by Mexican Sam, & “cow
puncher” employed by George W. Forbes, Another sporting event of
the early days which he remembers ia the prize flght betweon Steve
Watson and Sam Moorse. The men fought continuously for fifteen
minuta: and then Moors was knocked out. He was hauled away by
ex-Sharfi! S8am Reeves In a farm wagon to the creek beyvond the
fighting ground and there brought back to life. This fight took placs
on the west part of what |s mow the high school grouffds. The articles
woere signed and the purse was hung up at the Club saloon on
Fifteenth sirest betwean Farnam and Douglas streats,

Aftar young Grebe completed his education at the high school he
worked for a time in his father's shop. Later he enterad the Union
Pacific shops and learned the trade of machinist, at which he worked
for saveral years. Then began hla career in the courts when he was
appointed bailiff by Judge Eleazer Wakeley and Judge Neville, who
pocupled the distriot bench at that time. He was a ballllf for mors
than twenty years. During that tima hs had charge of soma juries
on noted cases, including that of John Lauer, who was accused of
killing his wife at Twenty-sixth and Douglas streeis; also that of
Libble Beecher, who killed Henry King at the Paxton hotel in 1885,

It was while he was balllff In Judge Wakeley's court that hs
took unto himself a wife. This event ocourred June 11, 1889, and
the lady was Misa Nona Reaves, whose parenls were aleo ploneers of
Florence. An indication of the estesm in which he was held is the
fact that a purse of $176 was given him as a wedding present by
the judges, balliffe, lawyers and clerks with whom he was asso-
ecinted In his dally duties, Arrangements had been made on this
occasion to have Mr. Grebe arralgned before the court on the charge
of “getting murried.” A mook trial was to be held, at the conclusion
of which Loule was to be senténced to accept the purse of $175.
But, the newspapers of the day relate. two long-winded lawyers took
ip the noon hour with argument on & small case and therefore the
srraignment had to be dispensed with. .

Among the gruesome dutles which have devolved
upon him during his career was the hanging of Ed Nell, who had
cheerfully murdered an aged couple west of Seymour lake in orden
that he might drive their stock to South Omahn and sell it.
